County Committees have many times in the past experienced difficulty in 
determining when « particuler lot of fruit restricted by WFO-69 should be 
released to a' winery or other processor to be used in the production of an 
alcoholic product, 


In an effort to simplify this determination, the State Committees of 


Oregon and Washington and the District Office of Distribution have agreed 
to place the primary responsibility on the canneries, preservers, juice 
companies and freezers by requiring that they keep county committees inform 
ed of their requirements, These processors have. been informed of this deter- 
mination by the Offices of Distribution, 
This means that when a request from a grower is received for release 
of a particular lot of one of the restricted fruits, the County Committee 
will be justified in issuing the authorization if they have not been advised 
that a processor is in the market for that particular type of fruit, From a 
practical standpoint, however, county committees will in most case wish to 
do some investigating locally, since, for one thing, this procedure does 
not take into account the fresh market, 
This should speed up the operation of the program, however, and allow 
quick determinations before the fruit involved has a chance to spoil,

‘SUBJECT; Lumber 


An extremely critical shortage has developed during the past few weeks in 
the supply of Western Pine lumber (Idaho White Pine, Ponderosa Pine and 
Sugar Pine). This condition has been caused by the generally increased 
war demands for containers, which are made largely of Western Pines, as 
these species are perecinlt: suited to this use. | 


In order that the most essential needs can be met the WPB has issued 
Direction 2a to Order L-335 restricting the delivery and use of Western 
pines. Two copies of Direction 2a are being forwarded to each State com- 
mittee. The main provisionsof this direction are as follows: 


1. Applies only to sawmills, producing Western Pine lumber, located 
in Washington, Oregon, California, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, 
Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Arizona, New Mexico and South Dakota. 


Applies only to sawmills in the above States producing 10,000 or 
more board feet of lumber per day. 


Effective December 2, 1944, sawmills described in (1) and (2) 
above or dealers receiving lumber from such mills may deliver 
Western Pine lumber only on orders where specific authorization 
has been granted by the WPB, except as noted in (4) and (5) below. 


Orders for Western Pine lumber placed prior to December 2, 1944, 
with sawmills described in (1) and (2) above may be filled with- 
out the specific WPB approval required by Direction 2a, if the 
lumber is placed in transit by December 31, 1944. 


Western Pine lumber received by a dealer prior to December 31, 
1944, or which has been placed in transit by the mill by 
December 31, may be sold on orders which do not have specific 
WPB approval under terms of Direction 2a. 


The provisions outlined above are presented for general information of the 
committees. .Further details are given in the printed Direction. 


The Direction will have no practical effect onthe issuance of Farmer's 
Lumber Certificates. However, after the supply indicated in (5) above is 
exhausted, farmers will no i Gdser be able to obtain Western pines produced — 
by mills described in (1) and (2) above, except when specific approval is 
given by WPB. Appeals by farmers to the WPB will not receive favorable 
consideration for most farm uses as the restrictions are intended to pro- 
hibit the use of these species for civilian and military construction, or 
maintenance and repair, Western pine lumber will be authorized for the ; 
manufacture of millwork so that farmers should be able to obtain limited | 
- quantities of windows, doors, and similar items made from these species.

This program also 
includes additional equipment authorized as a supplemental har- 
vesting machinery program in January 1944. 


3. The equipment shown on the 1944 program is to be produced 
by June 30, 1944 with a grace period of one month except for small 
combines, corn binders, corn pickers, ficld ensilege harvesters, 
peanut pickers, corn shellers, hay balers, feed grinders and portable 
elevators, These are to be completed by September 30, 1944.

THE PROBLEM: 


Shortages of new wooden containers and inadequate supplies of the more familiar 
types of used containers make it necessary for a comprehensive program of 
packing fruits and vegetables in substitute second-hand packages. It is 
necessary that all growers who will have crops to market this summer and fall 
anticipate their needs.NOW and place orders NOW for at least their minimum 
requirements, (Growers of winter crops should also start making plans for 
using second-hand ontainers,)

THE WHY: 


Over—all prospective fruit and vegetable vroduction, far in excess of 1943, is 
probable, Peach and apple crops comparable with the "good" crops of 1942 

are anticipated in the East and Middle West, Spring truck crops were of 
record production, and prospects for summer production are about 20 percent 
greater than in 1943, At the same time, the rate of container production tends 
to diminish, Since there were barely enough packages available to handle 
these crops in 1943 —- a year of low yields —~ a serious shortage of containers 
in 1944 is 2 foregone conclusion, Growers should not expect to find an adequate 
supply of second-hand containers at a moment's notice. Becsuse dealers may 
not have the desired types of containers on hand, growers should, therefore, 
acquaint themselves with the other types of need containers that may be 
substituted for those usually used, 


NEXT BEST BETTER THaN NONE; 


The more alert growers and shippers are already buying good used bushel 
baskets to meet their needs-—and the demand for these packages is expected 
to exceed available supplies throughout the season, Every good basket—— 

new or old-~—should be used only for the better grades of tree fruit crops, 
particularly peaches and apples, destined for distant markets or for storage. 
For local distribution, sales on farmers! markets, direct to retail outlets 
and to truckers, substitutes for baskets can and should be used. 


To many, the idea of using orange boxes for peaches and apples may seem:neither 
necessary nor desirable but the situation may be reversed by July. Built with 
a center head, these boxes are sturdy and substenticl. Filled only to level 
of the top or slightly below, they stack well on trucks and may be used without 
covers, In certain areas they have been used for local distribution of peaches 
and apples even in normal times, Moreover, they are, or could be made avail- 
able in appreciable quantities, Countless hundreds of orange boxes are going 
to waste every day because of lack of demand, Any used contsiner dealer in 
any market would be glad 6 accumulate Supplies for any grower.

The bushel hamper, commonly used for green beans and sweetpotatoes, has never 
been popular for peaches snd apples, However, they may be the only answer 
Some peach and apple growers will find to their container problem, For local

Concord grapes und climax baskets go together, at least when the grapes are to 
be marketed fresh, and when the baskets are available, This year, climax 
baskets, either 4 or 12 quart size, will be just as scarce as bushel baskets, 
Juice and table grapes —such as Concords--could be marketed in used lu 

boxes. It has been done, and like orange boxes, lugs are obtainable in

purch:sed bout 276 million pounds of wool under the 1943 wool purchase pro- 
gram. All purchases were made through established wool dealers and cooperative 
associations at prices equal to ceiling values established by the Office of 
Price administration, less specified transportation and marketing costs. 

Wool so purchased is sold at ceiling’ prices to manufacturers for war and 
essential civilian uses. Through May 13, 1944, the Corporation had sold 
approximately 108 million pounds of comestic wool, 


Since announcement of the 1944 program, 170 dealers and associations have 
entered into agreements with CCC to purchase, handle, and sell wool for the 
account of the Corporation, Through June 3, 1944, about 50 million pounds 
of domestic wool had been appraised for purchase in connection with the new 
program,

The Office of Price Administration plans to announce 2t an early date 

ceilings on imported corn t c.ief. port of entry price at $1.25 per bushel 

of Noe 2 yellow flint corn, plus actual tariff charges for elevation, coopering, 
end loading into cars including inspection end weighing. After importation 
corn will be handled under the provisions of Revised Maximum Price Regulation 
346 (Corn) as amended permitting the addition of trensportation costs end 
certain mark—ups and service charges, Trensportation charges may be limited 

to areas specified by OPA and WFA. OPA stated that these provisions would 

be discussed with the trade before the amendment to MPR 346 is issued,

All previous instructions relative tc the issuance of lumber certificates to 
farmers are cancelled and are replaced with the following instructions, effective 
July 1, 1944, and are applicable to all Counties. 


I, BACKGROUND INFORMATION: 


A new program governing the distribution of all lumber to all consumers is estab-— 
lished by War Production Board Order L-335, Distribution to farmers under the 
order is described in this memorandum. Effective August 1, 1944, Order L-335 
supersedes all previous lumber orders (1-218, 1-290, M-208, M-361, M~351,). Limita— 
; tion order L-41 (as amended) is not affected. 


Giteresatdtiens and a simplified ae epi on: of Order L-335 amended are being 
prepared by the War Production Board and will be furnished to county committees 
as soon as available, lvery effort should be made to place this information 
in the hands of all dealers and small sawmill operators in every county. 


The War Food Administration has been assigned a rating of AA-2 for lumber to be 
used for most urgent needs, and an AA-3 rating for permitted uses which are less 
urgent, The Washington State quota against which AA-2 preference ratings may 
be assigned is 3,400,000 board feet as compared with a quota of 10,500,000 

board feet against which AA-3 ratings may be issued. These quotas apply to. 
the months of July, August and September, 


Experience has indicated that use of lumber is heaviest in the second and third 
calendar quarters. Consequently, county committees may expect fourth quarter 
quotas of less than half their third quarter quotas. (Notice attached) 


In issuing certificates, county committees should recognize the critical shortage 
of lumber and should insist that other less critical material be used whenever 
possible, This is in line with the general policy being pursued with regard 

to approval of L-41 applications.

Make arrangements with dealers to permit them to submit to County Committees 
at weekly intervals Form FL-200 applications signed by farmers, However, 
the total of the applications accumulated and presented to the County Committee 


by a dealer at one time shall not exceed 3,000 board feet, and no single 
eepaon) eee 


application shall call for more than 300 board feet, 


County Committees may approve such individual avplications under the following 
circumstances’ 


(a) The sale is for an approved use as outlined in Part III, 

(b) Sales by all dealers for use on any one farm do not exceed 300 board 
feet of lumber in any one quarter, 

(c) There is sufficient amount of lumber in the County cuota, 

(d) The sale was made after June 30, 1944. 

Issue a certificate made out in the dealer's name bearing a AA+3 rating for 

the ouantity approved as indicated above,
